Washington, Sept. 29.—T he annual 
reiwrt of the commissioner of pen­ 
sions. Eugene F. Ware, made public 
yesterday, shows that the num ber of 
names on the pension rolls still is un­ 
der the million mark, despite a net 
gain of 5.732 pensioners since 1898. 
The total enrollment. July I. last. was 
999.446. against 997.735 last year. The 
total comprises 738,809 soldiers and 
2*10,037 widows and dependents. 
The 
aggregate includes 4.695 
pensioners 
outside the United States. 
The number of death notices of old 
soldiers, not now in service, received 
by the bureau during the year, was 
50,128. hut only 27,043 of them wer-1 
pensioners. 


Death Rate Expected. 


The report says th a t the death rate 
among the pensioner* for the coining 
year will be about 40,000, and the 
losses to the rolls from o ther causes 
will be about 6,000. 
T he total am ount 
paid for pensions during the fiscal 
year wus $137,504,268. and the yearly 
cost of operating and 
maintaining 
the bureau and the agencies, outside 
of the paym ent of pensions proper, 
aggregates $3,590,529. 
The pension 
system, say* the report, since the be­ 
ginning of the government, has post 
$2,992,509,019, exclusive of the esti­ 
m ate of the soldiers’ 
homes.

pension disbursement, by the United 
States from July i, 1790, to June 30.

coal strike situation. 
The statement 
says in part: 
"Mr. Utter states ‘th at 
the wages 
paid in the anthracite coal regions 
are, compared with the wages pall 
la like employment, fair and just. 
Hy ’like 
employment’ Mr. Baer must 
refer to bituminous coal mining. 
The 
fuet is that the minimum wage 
re 
reived by uuy class of adult tnius 
workers In the soft coal mines is 26V4 
cents per hour, while the minimum 
wage paid to boys Is 12Vi cents pet 
hour; iii the anthracite coal 
mines 
men who are performing precisely flit 
same labor 
receive from Bl to 2C 
cents per hour, while boys are paid 
as l o w na f> cents per hour. and rarely 
receive to exceed 8 cents per hour 
The bituminous m iner works a maxl- 
nlum of eight hours lier day, which ii 
tw o hours Ichs than men in the an­ 
thracite field ure required to work; 
moreover, the anthracite mine worker 
labors under the further disadvantage 
of tieing more liable to bo killed ot 
Injured, the casualties being Til) pet 
emit greater in the anthracite than in 
the bituminous.” 
Further uloug he refers to the claim 
of Bact* that 
for some mysterious 
reason” the miners restricted the out­ 
put of the mines. 
On this point lit 
says in part: 


Production of Collieries Increased. 
"Mr. litter claims ’that In this man­ 
ner the product of the collieries has 
been reduced about 
12l<j per cent, 
and that in the case of the Reading 
company it amounted to more than 
1.000.000 tons.’ 
This is vitally im­ 
portant. if true; but it is not trite. 
The fact is that instead of a loss of 
1.000.000 tons, there was an increase 
in the year 1901, from the mines op 
elated by the Reading company, of 
838,243 tons, and a total IncTease from 
all the anthracite mines of 9,000.000 
tons. 
(See report of Pennsylvania 
state bureau of mines.) 
"In attem pting to account for the 
increased tonnage tile operators point 
to tin* installation of labor saving m a­ 
chinery, which reduces the proportion 
of men and boys employed by the day. 
lf we disregard 
all 
mine workers 
whose labor might be saved bv such 
appliances and take simply the output 
lier certified aud employed miner, we 
find that the production per miner 
was 1,2(1 tons in 1S97, l,S9ti tons is 
1N9X, 1,383 tons in 1899, 1,391 tons in 
3900, while in the year 1901 It was 
1.585 tons. 
I refer Mr. Baer to the 
annual reports of the Pennsylvania 
state bureau of mines, and ask if 
these figures do not refute the state­ 
ment th a t organization in the coal 
Viim-s is Inimical to good workman- 
Jbip. 
"Since the very inception of this 
strike tho aims. objects and ideals 
*>f the I’nited Mine Workers of Amer­ 
ica have been wilfully distorted by a 
email army of critics. 
We have been 
unjustly maligned and our motives 
ami purposes maliciously impugned. 
We therefore take this opportunity 
to repeat specifically that we do not 
seek to interfere with the m anage­ 
ment of the coal properties or with 
the proper discipline of the working 
force; but we do demand: 
What Demands of Miners Are. 
“First—An increase in wages for 
m en employed on piece work. 
“Second—A reduction in the hours 
of labor for men employed by the day. 
“Third—Paym ent for a legal ton of 
coal. 
“Fourth—That the coal we mine 
shall be honestly weighed aud cor­ 
rectly recorded. 
“Fifth—W e favor incorporating in 


the form cif bu agreement the wages 
that shall be pain and the conditions 
of employment that s h a l l obtain for a 
specified period. 
“As to the reasonableness of these 
demands we have proposed to submit 
to and abide by the award of an im­ 
partial board of arbitration. 
"There could Im- no grosser pro ver 
skin of truth than the assertion of 
the operators that the mine workers’ 
union is a lawless organization. 
Dur­ 
ing the past 
20 
weeks the whole 
power • the union has been exerted 
to preserve the pea* •- among a volun 
tardy idle population of threequarters 
of a million, and it is a tribute to the 
art I vlt.v of our o th e rs and the loyalty! 
and self-restraint 
of 
our members, 
that we have been more successful in 
allaying violence than the foal and 
Iron police in Inciting it. 
Despite all| 
our precautions we regret, that orca 
atonal violence hat; resulted, but it 
would he as logical to charge any one; 
of the religious, social cir political or 
ganizations. or even the Foiled States 
government, with tieing un unlawful

“The public should be made aware 
however, thut the operators and a 
certain section of the press are by no 
means discriminating in the fixing of 
responsibility, and that, crimes of vin 
lence are laid to the* doors of strik 
ors when imported guardians of law 
and circler, the armed coal and iron 
police, are clearly and unmistakably 
at fault. 
Some time* ago the* Bellevue 
washery, at Scranton, was destroyed 
by lightning; a reward was offered 
by the* coal company for the* arrest 
and conviction cif the* person who se! 
fire to the washery. 
This is an ex 
umple of the m anner in which thy 
strikers arc* maligned. 
"Mr. Baer assum es that the pump 
men. engineers 
and 
firemen 
were? 
called out so that ‘the mines would 
be destroyed, and with their destruc 
tlon 140,000 men. with their wives and 
children dependent upon their labors 
would be deprived of work for a Ion? 
time.’ 
The truth Is that the strike cd 
the pumpmen, engineers and firemen 
was called in their own Interest abso 
lutely, aud by their own request; ii 
wgo not for the purpose cif removing 
giievanoes against which they alone 
complained and against which some 
of them had Inaugurated an Independ 
ent, though unsuccessful, strike more 
thun one year ago. 
• 
Lose Millions Rather Than Yield* 


“Reverting to the demands of the 
miners for increased wages and im 
proved environment, Mr. Ruer claim:- 
thut he cannot possibly pay an in 
crease* in wages that would aimniul 
to IO or 15 cents a ton to the* miners 
but he and the* allied presidents ad 
mlt thut they can afford to sacrifice 
temporarily, a large* m arket and lose 
millions of dollars rather than pay 
this increase. 
Nevertheless, without 
advancing the m iners’ wages out* cent 
the operators did raise Hip market 
price last year from 30 to 50 cents 
per ton, aud at Inc* present time Mr 
Baer and his fellow presidents are 
forcing the public to pay from $6 tr 
$10 in excess upon a ton of coal in 
order to save this same public IO ot 
15 cents. 
"Mr. Baer states that 40 per cent 
cif the coal produced is sold In th® 
m arket below the* cost of producing 
but he fails to Hay that the large! 
portion of this -.0 |**r cent is made up 
of grades of coal for which the miners 
receive no compensation whatever. 
“Tho 
rise in wages in 1900 wa? 
more than counterbalanced by an in 
crease in the cost of living. vAiicli 
left the miner worse off than before 
Mr. Baer claims that this advance 
of IO per cent which was paid the 
miners in 1900 cost the* companies 
more than IO cents a ton, but this is 
at. least, 
problematical. 
In March 
1902, the Engineering 
and 
Mining 
Journal (see issue* of March 29) made 
a careful calculation, 
in 
order ‘tv 
show what effect 
the* 
increase in 
wages last year had upon the cost cit 
coal.’ 
As a result of this computa­ 
tion. based upon the figures of the 
Delaware and Hudson, the Delaware 
I.ackawanna 
and Western and the 
Lehigh Foal and N a t a t i o n company 
the Engineering and Mining Journal 
which cannot be accused 
of 
being 
either friendly or fair to us, state? 
that ‘the conclusion to be* drawn is 
that the resulting Increase in cost 
was nut large; in all probability no! 
over 5 cents a ton at the outside.” 
Small Wage Yearly. 
“ Mr. Bact- claims that the average: 
pay per working day in his mines ii 
$1.89. 
Admitting, for the sake of ar 
gument, the correctness of his figures 
this would make, upon the, average 
number of working days in 1901, a 
grand total of $2<!S per employe, or 
an average of $7.05 per week. 
Thus 
as a result of the strenuously opposed 
and bitterly regretted advance wrung 
from the operators by the strike of 
1900. the average adult employe of the 
Reading Coal and Iron company is 
permitted to spend upon himself, his 
wife and children the munificent sum 
of $1.01 per day.”

Washington, Sept. 29.— T he annual 
reiwrt tif the commissioner of pen­ 
sions. Eugene F, Ware, m ade public 
yesterday, shows that the num ber of 
names on the pension rolls still is un­ 
der the million mark, despite a n**t 
gain of 5,732 pensioners sin 0 0 1898. 
The total enrollment, July 1. !a*t. was 
999.446. against 997.735 last year. The 
total comprises 738,809 soldiers and 
260,637 widows and dependents. 
The 
aggregate includes 4,695 
pensioners 
outside the United States. 
The number of death notices of old 
soldiers, not now in service, received 
by the bureau during the year, was 
50,128. hut only 27,043 of them wer* 
pensioners. 
Death Rate Expected. 


The report says that the death rate 
among the pensioners for the coming 
year will be about 40,000. and the 
losses to the rolls from o th er causes 
w ill be about 6,000. 
T he total amount 
paid for pensions during the fiscal 
year was $137,504,268. and the yearly 
cost of operating and 
maintaining

The atatemeut 
says in part: 
"Mr. Baer stutes 'that 
the wage* 
paid in the anthracite coal regions 
are, compared with the wuges pai J 
iu like employment, fair and just. 
By 'like employment’ Mr. Buer must 
refer to bituminous coal mining. 
Thr 
fact is that the minimum wage re 
ceived by un.v class of adult miu« 
workers in the soft coal mines is 2014 
cents per hour, while the minimum 
wage paid to hoys is 12!4 cents pci 
hour; iu the uuthraelto coal 
mines 
men who art- performing precisely th» 
same labor 
receive from 
to 21 
cents |H’r hour, while boys arc paid 
as low as 5 cents per hour, and rarely 
receive to exceed X cents per hour 
The bituminous miner works a maxi 
litum of eight hours | ht day, which is 
two hours less than men in the an­ 
thracite field are required to work; 
moreover, flu- anthracite mine worker 
labors under the further dUtadvautag" 
of being more liable to bo killed oi 
injured, the casualties being 50 per 
cent greater In the anthracite than iu 
the bituminous." 
Further along he refers to the claim 
of llaer that 
for some mysterious 
reason" the miners restricted the out 
put of the mines. 
Ou this point he 
says in part; 


Production of Collieries Increased. 
"Mr. Baer claims 'that in this man­ 
ner the product of the collieries lias 
been reduced about 12*4 per cent, 
and that In the case of the Iteudiug 
company it amounted to more than 
1.000.000 tons.* 
This Is vitally iui 
portunt. if true; but It Is not true. 
The fact is that instead of a loss of 
1.000.000 tons, there was au increase 
in the year 1901, from the mines op­ 
erated by the Reading company, of 
8.18,243 tons, and a total IiuTcase from 
all the anthrucite mines of 9,000,000 
tons. 
(Set* report of Pennsylvania 
state bureau of mines.) 
'In attempting to account for the 
Increased tonuage the operators point 
to the installation of labor saving ma 
chlnery, which reduces the proportion 
of men and hoys employed by the day. 
If We disregard 
ull 
mine workers 
whose labor might he saved by such 
appliances und take simply the output 
per certified and employed miner, we 
find that the production per miner 
was 1.271 tons In 1X97, 1,296 tons is 
1S9X. 1,388 tons in 1899, 1.391 tons in 
UMto, while in the year 1901 it was 
1,585 tons. 
1 refer Mr. Baer to the 
annual reports of the Pennsylvania 
state bureau of mines, and ask if 
these figures do not refute the state­ 
ment that organization in the coal 
\nih.-s is Inimical to good workman 
Jhlp. 
‘ Since the very inception of this 
strike the aims, objects and ideals 
of the United Mine Workers of Atuer 
lea have been wilfully distorted by j 
small army of critics. 
We have been 
unjustly maligned and our motives 
and purposes maliciously impugned. 
VN e therefore take this opportunity 
to repeat specifically that we do not 
seek to Interfere with the manage­ 
ment of the coal properties or with 
the proper discipline of the working 
force; but we do demand; 
W hat Demands of Minens Are. 
"First—An lucrease in wages for 
men employed on piece w’ork. 
"Second—A reduction in the houra 
of labor for meu employed by the day, 
“Third—Payment for a legal ton of 
coal. 
‘‘Fourth—That the coal 
shall be honestly weighed 
rtctly recorded. 
"Fifth—We favor incorporating In 


W rongly Blamed W ith Crimea. 
"The public should be made aware 
however, that tie* operators and a 
certain section of the press are by no 
means discriminating in the fixing of 
responsibility, and that, crimes of vio 
lence are laid t/> the doors of strlk 
ers when Imported guardians of law 
and order, the armed coal and Iron 
police, arc clearly and unmistakably 
I at fault. 
Some time ago the Bellevue 
washery, at Scranton, was destroyed 
by lightning; a reward was offered 
by the coal company for the arrest 
and conviction of the person who set 
fire to the washery. 
This Is an ex 
ample of the manner in which th<: 
1 strikers are maligned. 
"Mr. Baer assumes that the pump 
men. engineers 
and 
firemen 
were 
called out so that ‘the mines would 
be destroyed, and with their destruc 
tion 140,000 men, with their wives and 
children dependent upon their labors 
would be deprived of work for a Ion? 
time.* 
The truth is that the strike of 
the pumpmen, engineers and firemen 
was called iu their own Interest abso 
lufely, and by their own request; it 
w#h not for the purpose of removing 
grievances against which they alone 
complained and against which some 
of them had inaugurated an Independ 
ent, though unsuccessful, strike more 
thun one year ago.

Lose Millions Rather Than Yield. 
"Reverting to the demands of thi 
miners for increased wages anil iui 
proved environment, Mr. Baer claims 
that he cannot possibly pay an in 
crease in wages that would auiouul 
to 10 or 15 cents a ton to the miners 
but lie and the allied presidents ad 
mit that they can afford to sacrifice 
temporarily, a large market and lost 
millions of dollars rather than pa.v 
this iuerea.se. 
Nevertheless, withoul 
advancing the miners’ wages one cent 
the operators did raise thp market 
price last year from 30 to 50 cent! 
per ton, and at tne present time Mr 
Baer and his fell >w presidents are 
forcing the public to pay from $6 tf 
910 in exe» sa upon a ton of coal in 
order to save this samu public 10 oi 
15 cent*. 
"Mr. llaer states that 40 per cent 
of the coal produced is sold In th* 
market below the cost of producing 
hut h<* fails to say that the largei 
portion of tliis -»0 |H-r cent is made u$ 
of grades of coal for which the miner:- 
receive no compensation whatever. 
"Th© 
rise in wages in 1900 wai 
more than counterbalanced by un in 
crease In the cost of living, wtiicb 
left the miner worse off than before 
Mr. Baer claims that this advanct 
of 10 per cent which was paid the 
miners in 1900 cost the companies 
mor© than 10 ceuts a ton, but this is 
at least, 
problematical.

Lackawanna and Western, the Penn 
sylvan la, the Now York, Ontario and 
Western and the Philadelphia 
and 
Reading Iron ami Coal company. 
Georg** A. and Everett S. Litchfield, 
Torrey K Waidner, Charles N. Young 
and James R. Corthell, most of whom 
are interested iu a Boston newspaper, 
are the plaintiffs. 
The papers were served upou Wil­ 
liam I). T. Trefry, commissioner ol 
corporations, who stands iu the post 
tion of legal representative of several 
of these concerns. 
The action is in 
line with the contentions of Attorney 
Herman W. Chaplin, who has 
ud 
vance the theory that the public’s 
rights must be respected. 
The basis of Mr. Chaplin's argu 
mi nt is founded cm the utterance of 
Chief Justice Waite, of the Uuited 
States supreme court, iu delivering
